Kentucky is the leading tobacco 
growing State in the Union and is 
1 1' fill in the p'odiKiipn of soft coal. 

A special committee appointed by 
the Senate to investigate taxing pos- 
sibilities found that Kentucky pro- 
duced 31.31:^,020 tons of bitumin- 
ous coal in 1919. The States ex~ 
ceeding Kentucky in coal produc- 
tion were Pennsj'lvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Illinois and Ohio. 

With reference to tobacco, the 
committee report sho^s that Ken- 
tucky Kodaoes as much tobacco as 
the two next largest tobacco-pro- 
dttclnff States. It is estimated thai 
Keiitucky raised 436,000,000 
pounds of tobacco in 1919. North 
Carolina being second with 282.- 
000,000 pounds and Virginia third 
with 146.300.000 pounds. Ohio 
f^rew 113.000,000. and four other 
States. Wisconsin, Pennyslvania, 
Tennessee and South (Carolina raid- 
ed from 62,000.000 to 65,000.000 
pounds each. 

The report makes no recommen- 
dation as to taxing these two staples 
beyond a report on production.

— Follow ins a loni? illness of tu- 
berculosis. Joseph Redmon Elg-in. 
aged 36. died at 3:30 o'clock, yes- 
terday niornins. at the home of his 
mother. Mr.^. Annie Redmon Elgin, 
on Seventh street. Mr. Elgin had 
been ill in a hospital in Baltimore, 
and, realizing the end was not far 
off. he was brought tp his old home. 

Mr. Elgin was a soa of the late 
Jeff C. Bista, former Chief of Po- 
lice of Paris, who preceded him to 
the graTO several years ago. He had 
beeiidn the East for several years, 
whtro he offlciatrd at several rac»i 
tracks as assistant slartei.

EollowinK a two weeks' illness 
from hardening of the arteries. .Mr. 
Michael J. Glenn, aged about sev- 
enty-eight, one of the best-known 
farmers of this county, died at his 
home on the Little Rock pike, near 
Paris, Friday morning. 

Mr. Glenn was a native of Oal- 
\iay. Ireland, and came to Ken- 
tucky in 1867. He located aeai 
Paris. wh<:re he was for years en- 
gaged in farming. For severa* 
years during the life or the toll- 
gate system in Kentucky. Mr. Glenn 
was keeper of the gate on the North 
Middletown pike, near Paris. When 
the systen' v. as abandoned, ho pur- 
cliased a small fai m on which he 
re.-^ided to the lime of his death. 
He was honorable and upright in 
nil his dealings, and by frugality 
and thrift was enabled to lay up a 
competence which enabled him to 
spend his declining years in com- 
fort. 

Mr. Glenn is survived by his wid- 
ow, who was formerly MIm Mary 
Kennsy, aad by the following chil- 
dren: Miss Mary Glenn. Mrs. J. W. 
Connell, Joe Glenn, George Glenn 
and Martin Glenn, all of Paris, and 
Jamef Glenn, of New York. A 
brother, Martin Glenn. Sr.. died in 
Cincinnati several years ago.

The bill, which has been 
fought vir;orously by hor&o breed- 
ing and racing interests on the 
ground that Us passage would prac- 
tically put an end to racing aad 
thoroughbred horse breeding, wjll 
repose quietly in a pigeoiriiolo (rf the 
House Committee of Ihterstate and 
Foreign Commerce during the re- 
cess of adjournment of Congress. 
\ It is very doubtful whether a re 
(port wiiJ be made upon tlie measure 
I at any time, but certainly no report 
is in sight now.

-^Mrs. Emily HIMsr Parker, aged 
seventy-eight <hm of the best-known 
of the older residenjts of Paris, died 
at her home, ai thie comer of Main 
and Thirteenth streets, in this city, 
at three o'clock, yesterday morning, 
alter an illness of but a few days, 
due to the infirmities of age. 

.Mrs. Parker was a si.=^ter of the 
lato Mi. Henry Hibler, one of the 
most prominent farmers of Bourbon 
eotuity, who died at his home near 
Paris several years ago, and was the 
widow of Mr. W A. Parker, who foi 
many years was secretary of the old 
Boiirbrn County Agriealtun^ Asso- 
ciarion. She was a wof^aa of the 
highest Christian character, and 
M'as a life-long member of the Paris 
Christian chureh. Her kiudneas o^" 
heart and amiability of character 
made and held close to her a large 
circle of friends, who esteemed her 
1 ighly.
